HE most famous por- 
trait gallery of all 
the world is the al- 
bum of a stamp col- 
lector. Here, in col- 
orful array are to be 
found exact reproductions, en- 
graved or lithographed, of just 
about every famous man, and most 
of the more famous women, who 
have lived on Mother Earth from 
time immemorial. To tell you 
about them all would require much 
more space that I am alloted; even 
American portraiture is not scarce. 


We might start with one of the 
women who were supposed to have 
lived away back when men of the 
Nile valley in Egypt were first 
civilized. And it is a woman who 
first comes to the fore in the form 
of the Goddess Isis. In 1914 Egypt 
printed a series of postage stamps 
that on the main hearken back to 
those olden times, the “first awak- 
ening of man”. Isis appears on the 
2-miliemes denomination which is 
colored a beautiful deep green. 
Isis was mother of the earth, the 
holy mother who produced Horus 
the preserver by union with Osiris 
(or Ammon Ra). 


It is but natural that Egypt 
should hearken back to those an- 
cient days; and Rameses II is por- 
trayed on a 1921-22 series of its 
postage stamps. There is a story 
to tell about each of the portrait

or Out of a Stamp Collectors Album

these, when Chang Tso-lin was 
ruling Northern China as its dic- 
tator his portrait appeared on a 
Chinese series of postage stamps, 
thus telling the world of the ex- 
instance of an Oriental ruler (who 
fled when his armies were defeat- 
ed, to be killed by a bomb in the 
flight). 


Our own country, the United 
States of America, has paid def- 
erence to a great many of its 
great men and famous women 
through stamp portraiture. Colum- 
bus is there (1892), and so are 
many of the early explorers and 
colonists, like Balboa, Captain John 
Smith, the Pilgrims and the Hugue- 
nots, Nathan Hale the patriot-spy, 
Father Marquette, General Fre- 
mont and others, while Molly Pit- 
cher the heroine of the Revolution- 
ary war—who was Molly Ludwig, 
but surnamed “Pitcher” because 
she carried water to the soldiers 
with pitchers—is mentioned in 1928 
with her name overprinted on cur- 
rent postage of the U. S. 


A number of the presidents of 
the United States are likewise to 
be seen; from Washington to Hard- 
ing, and there are many reproduc- 
tions of Washingtonian, Lincoln- 
ian and other portraits. Of course 
wise old Benjamin Franklin is 
there too, and Lindbergh is men- 
tioned on a 10-cent blue airmail 
stamp which shows his famous 
monoplane the ‘Spirit of St Louis’ 
—the post office did not print the 
Lone Eagle’s portrait because there 
is an unwritten law, or custom, 
which says that no living Ameri- 
can should appear in portraiture 
on any United States stamp. The 
custom has been scrupulously ad- 
hered to; though living personages 
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of other lands are shown on other 
stamps. 

American postage stamps have 
honored several men and women of 
foreign lineage like John Ericsson 
the Scandinavian, Balboa the Span- 
iard and so on. An Indian lady 
has appeared on one of our stamps 
too; Pocohontas, who is said to 
have saved the life of Capt. John 
Smith (but, unlike fiction, did not 


marry him, preferring another 
Englishman). The only foreign 


potentate who appears on a United 
States postage stamp is Queen Isa- 
bella, who pledged her jewels if 
support for Christopher Columbus 
failed elsewhere to gain the neces- 
sary financial backing. 

The law of our country forbids 
the reproduction of U. S. stamps, 
even to illustrate. And so of course 
we miss out on a lot of protraits 
I should like to illustrate for you 
and show you some engravings and 
lithographs perhaps of famous por- 
traits of famous men. And women 
—for Martha Washington is hon- 
ored on U. S. stamps too. But now 
I want to tell you of some of the 
famous portraits that have been 
used for postage stamp portraiture 
and prove to you that a stamp 
album can become a greater gallery 
than most any portrait gallery in 
the world. 

I choose the United States be- 
cause I would never be able to 
tell you anywhere nearly a com- 
plete story of the men and women 
who have appeared on the stamps 
of other countries; and, as we are 
more interested and more familiar 
with American history, the Ameri- 
can portraits will be that much 
more fascinating to us. 
course there is Joan of Are now 
on a French stamp (1929), and 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, as 
well as Czarina Catherine I and II 
on Russian Empire stamps, and 
even a modern flapper on a Salva- 
dor adhesive; while the menfolk 
are in even greater array, with a 
number of the Hapsburg emperors 
and Romanoff Czars, Napoleon III 
of France, William II of Germany; 
besides men famous or well-known 
outside of royalty such as Menk- 
elers of Holland (the discoverer of 
natural gas), John Cabot (who was 
the first Anglo-Saxon to land on 
North America), Bolivar and San 
Martin (Great leaders of the Latin 
American revolts against Spain), 
Louis Pastuer (inventor of Past- 
eurized milk in France), Coperni- 
cus of Poland (astronomer), Mo- 
zart, Hadyn, Bruckner of Austria 
(musicians) as well as Beethoven 
who is shown on an Austrian and 
a German stamp; the list of such 
heroes and rulers and leaders is 
very long and would tire the read- 
er to include them all. So let us 
now turn to Americana. 

Previously to 1861, no series of 
United States postage stamps por- 
trayed any American Presidents 


excepting Washington and Jeffer- 
son, and no other American hero 
since the birth of the Republic ex- 
cepting Ben Franklin. Thomas 
Jefferson comes forward on a five 
cent stamp of 1851. Only in 1861 
do American postage stamps be- 
gin to adopt other portraits and 
scenes. In 1869 we see Columbus 
landing in the Western Hemisphere. 
In 1866 Abraham Lincoln is shown 
on a stamp, a memorial of his un- 
timely and tragic death. After 
1870 a few more of our presidents 
make their stampic debut; the 1870 
series shows other famous Ameri- 
cans like Henry Clay (12c), Web- 
ster (15c), General Scott (24c), 
Alexander Hamilton (30c), and 
Admiral Perry (90c). 

Andrew Jackson appears on the 
2-cent issue of 1870 and Lincoln 
comes in again on the six cent 
stamp of the same series. From 
the 1870 series, we find that the 
Jackson, Lincoln and the portrait 
of Jefferson on the 10-cent stamp, 
are from notable paintings. We find,

In 1875 President Zachary Tay- 
lor appears on the five-cent stamp, 
taken from a daguerreotype made 
from life. Andrew Jackson ‘the 
first man of the people’ is to be 
seen on the 2-center. And then 
facing left, we find President Gar- 
field on the five cent 1882 postage 
stamp, who reappears on the five 
cent 1888 (with Jackson on the 4c 
of this year). In the issues of 1890 
quite an array of presidents and 
famous Americans are illustrated 
the portraits or photographs being 
well-known. This series runs as 
follows:

Sherman and U. S. Grant ap- 
pear for the first time in this 
series; in 1894 the $2 postage 
stamp gives us for the first time 
President Madison, Washington, 
Jackson, Lincoln, Grant, Garfield 
and Jefferson, reappear. Grant and 
Madison reappear in 1902-03, and 
on the 13c issue of this year we 
find President Harrison, James 
Monroe who did much to shape a 
truly American policy, is shown on 
the 1904 Louisiana Purchase issue. 
The five cent stamp, 1904, gives us 
William McKinley. Thus, among 
the martyred presidents who met

traiture, Garfield, Lincoln, McKin- 
lev. A Lincoln I 
came out in 1909, the Lincoln fig- 
ure being a reproduction of St. 
Gauden’s statue which is famous. 
President Warren G. Harding who 
died while in office (but not from 
the hands of an assassin) is shown 
on the 1922-23 series of United 
States postage. He has appeared 
on the 132 cent stamps, as well as 
a 2-cent black mourning postage 
for his death. 

Likewise President Woodrow 
Wilson (whose first name was 
Thomas) is shown on a 17-center 
(1924-5) in black. The 1922-23 (and 
1924-5 Wilsonian) series follows 
(omitting all but the presidential

peared previously and we have 
fifteen of our past-presidents, or a 
little less than half of the Chief 
Executives showing on U. S. post- 
age stamps. 

Washington and Franklin appear 
the greater number of times on 
our postage stamps. Lincoln and 
Jefferson appear several times. 
Some of the most beautifully ar- 
tistic portrait stamps are the U. S. 
revenues which show various like- 


nesses of George Washington 
‘Father of his country’ ; these por- 
traits certainly rank sometimes 


higher in artistic merit than the 
postage-portraits of Washington. 
Omitting the revenue’ stamps, 
Washington has appeared more 
than thirty times on our postage 
stamps; and we see him reviewing 
the Continentals at Cambridge and 
kneeling in prayer at Valley Forge 
as well as in portraiture. 

Who can say then, that the 
stamp album is not the greatest 
and most famous portrait gallery?

SAN FRANCISCO “NO PERIOD” 
VARIETIES 


This variety is duly mentioned 
by Dr. Mitchell in the Fourth Edi- 
tion Bureau Print Catalog, and has 
already proven to be extremely 
popular, most collectors saving 
them separately, just as if they 
were a rather scarce city set. They 
are scarce. The 3c and the 10c 
have shown up most freely thus 
far; but now that the lc and 5c 
are in full use, they too will prob- 
ably become somewhat commoner. 
The 7c, 1%e, 4c and 6c have been 
really scarce. 

The following facts, not men- 
tioned in the catalog, in regard to 
the no period after “CALIF” va- 
rieties will be of interest: 

All values, 1c to 10c inclusive, 
have already appeared. One won- 
ders if San Francisco will ever 
have the %c buro; probably not, as 
she has never needed it in the local 
print. 

The no-period variety occurs 
twice in each sheet of 100 stamps, 
on the 4th stamp of the 2nd and 
7th horizontal rows. 

Since all 11 varieties are being 
printed from this one plate, and 
San Francisco is a heavy user of 
buroprints, ordering a million or 
more of a denomination at a time, 
this plate will doubtless not last 
very long. As quite a bit of pub- 
licity has been given to the variety, 
the omission itself will doubtless 
be carefully omitted when the 
next plate is made. Thus the no- 
period variety will probably be- 
come obsolete long before the new 
standard small types are changed. 


BUROPRINT FREAKS 


The editor has in his collection 
the following Buroprint freaks: 

1. San Francisco, Calif., new 
standard type, all ordinary values, 
with top part of “F” of CALIF. 
broken off. Probably a true plate 
break. Does not occur on the no- 
period stamp. 

2. Chicago, Ill... new standard 
type 8c with “O” broken wide 
open at upper right and upper bar 
pushed up and almost broken in 
two directly above the “O”. Looks 


like an injury to the plate. 

3. Omaha, Nebr., le coil new 
standard type, with hair line show. 
ing clear across stamp about 1/16 
inch above the upper bar. 

4. Waco, Tex., le old type coil, 
with both top and bottom bars go 
faint as to be almost invisible, 
Worn plate? or not enough ink? 

If you have others, submit them 
for listing. 


ARE THEY ALWAYS WRONG? 


Whenever a newspaper prints 
something about stamps or stamp 
collectors they seem to make a 
botch of it. The recent story about 
Henry Ford borrowing 2 cents to 
buy an Edison stamp at Atlantic 
City has been pictured in numerous 
papers and the story no doubt 
written from the picture. Picture 
clippings from several sources 
have been sent in and Chas. Metz 
of Philadelphia calls attention to 
the fact that the picture clearly 
shows that Henry Ford is being 
given a sheet of 100 of the Edison 
stamps so that instead of borrow- 
ing 2 cents Henry must have bor- 
rowed $2.00. Thus the financier 
takes his own medicine by going in 
debt to get what he wants. Henry 
recommends that procedure.

STAMP COLLECTOR WINS 
RIBBON FOR OLD DISPLAY 


At the recent stamp exhibition 
under the auspices of the Pitts- 
burg Philatelic Society at the Ho- 
tel Roosevelt in Pittsburgh, a noted 
Steubenville collector, C. A. Vo- 
winkel, won a ribbon award for his 
fine collection of historical Ohio 
letters which were posted between 
the years 1800 and 1855, before 
stamps came into general use. 

The letters when folded were 
sealed with a wafer and thus 
formed the envelope, after which 
they were town postmarked and the 
amount of postage indicated there- 
on with hand-stamps. The letters 
could be sent either postage paid 
or collect. 

Vowinkel’s collection of nearly 
2000 envelopes is a study of the 
different postmarks used during the 
period from 1800 to 1890 in Ohio, 
and is the largest of its kind in the 
United States. 


The committee in charge of ar- 
ranging for the entertainment fea- 
tures has not been idle. A motor 
trip about Cleveland has _ been 
planned that will afford the visitors 
an opportunity to see many of the 
nationally known points of inter- 
est, such as Nela Park, an indus- 
trial organization that is unique;

Hotel Cleveland is co-operating 
with the eommittee and those who 
attend the convention will find that 
nothing has been left undone that 
might add to their comfort and 
enjoyment.

After Chang 
Tso-lin established himself as dic- 
tator in North China stamps were 
also issued bearing his bust pic- 
ture. In three months he was as- 
sassinated. The Chinese say it 
never fails.

General arrangements have been 
made for special air mail flights 
on the 1st July, next, between 
Charlottetown, P. E. I. and Saint 
John, N. B., via Monctown, N. B., 
in conection with the official open- 
ing of the airport in Moncton, 
N. B 

On this occasion special cachets 
will be used as follows: 


Charlottetown, P. E. I. to Monc- 
ton, N. B. / 

Moncton, N. B. to Saint John,

However, these special cachets 
will be used only on such covers 
as bear Canadian postage at the 
air mail rate which is 5c for the 
first ounce and 10c for each suc- 
ceeding ounce or fraction thereof; 
and these covers, in order to en- 
sure transmission by the special 
flights, must be sent to the Post- 
masters at the different terminal 
points. 

All covers so prepaid and bear- 
ing an indication as follows:

whichever the case may be, will be 
date-stamped by the despatching 
Postmaster and back-stamped at 
the Post Office at the end of the 
flight, in addition to bearing the 
special commemorative cachet. 

f you are interested in air mail 
covers and are anxious to secure 
the special cachets, it would be ad- 
visable to prepare your covers at 
the earliest possible moment and 
forward them under cover to the 
Postmaster at the point at which 
you desire your covers to enter the 
flight, with the request that they 
be held until this air mail flight 
takes place. All covers handled in 
this manner must bear the neces- 








sary Canadian postage at the air 
mail rate or should be accompa- 
nied by a Money Order covering 
the correct amount of postage. 

Registered mail properly prepaid 
will be accepted for conveyance. 

Special delivery letters will also 
be carried if properly prepaid both 
as regards air mail postage and the 
special delivery rate of twenty 
cents per letter in addition to air 
mail postage. 

All covers conveyed on _ these 
flights addressed to points beyond 
the terminus and which have been 
specially forwarded to a Postmast- 
er for inclusion in this flight will 
be placed in the ordinary mails at 
the terminus of the flight and will 
go forward to the addressee in the 
ordinary way.

C. D. Reimers, that hustling wide 
awake Texas Dealer, had a happy 
thought and prepared a number of 
special covers that were mailed on 
the day the world’s record endur- 
ance flight was ended. This flight, 
made by Reg Robbins and Jim 
Kelley was a feat that should win 
the admiration of everyone. With- 
out much preparation, in a plane 
that was a sorry specimen to at- 
tempt such a flight, these two boys 
beat the record of the Question 
Mark, which had been groomed for 
weeks for an endurance flight. 

Reimers is offering covers with 
their autographs and it is our be- 
lief that these covers will become 
very desirable in a short time. 


Canadian Flights 


Mr. C. E. Barthiany asks us to 
print the statement that “if collec- 
tors are interested in securing Ca- 
nadian Covers, that they should 
send their name and address to the 
Post Office Department, Ottawa, 
Canada. This department sends out 
a circular letter advising full par- 
ticulars of all new flights”. 


Northwest Territory Flights 


Covers from Fort Smith and 
from Fort McMurray, Canadian 
Northwest Territory are at hand. 
These come via air mail and are 
carried by Western Canada Air- 
Ways under a contract with the Ca- 
nadian Government. The covers 
bear the regular 2c Canada post- 
age and in addition a special West- 
ern Canada Airways private 10 
cent stamp on the back of the cov- 
er. This Western Canada Airways 
stamp is printed in two colors, 
about the size of the large com- 
memorative stamps of this coun- 
try and instead of a value being 
printed on the stamp, they bear 
the words “one Oz.” The covers 
at hand are from the first trip un- 
der the contract between the Gov- 
ernment and the Western Canada 
Airways. It was intended to start 
this service much earlier in the 
year but it was necessary to wait 
until the rivers were free from ice 
as no other landing fields were 
available. On this first flight the 
plane went as far north as Lake 
Athabaska. A _ further penetra- 
tion of the northland is planned 
for June 12th, when it is expected 
that the plane will fly to Aklavik. 


Elkhart, Indiana 


The special air mail envelopes 
that are coming from Elkhart in 
honor of the opening of the new 
airport in that city are all dolled 
up. A large number 10 size en- 
velope is used with a printed cach- 
et also with a handstamped cachet. 
The cover at hand is also signed 
by a rubber stamp by the Mayor 
of Elkhart, Hon. David.M. Hoover 
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and by the Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce A. L. Taylor. En- 
velopes used on June 14th also bear 
a printed cachet for Flag Day, 
June 14th. The air circus which 
is held in conjunction with the op- 
ening of the new airport is spon- 
sored by Thomas McCoy Post Num- 
ber 94 or the American legion. 
Niagara Falls Celebrates 

Niagara Falls celebrates the Fifth 
International Festival of Lights 
and opening of its Municipal Air- 
port with a cachet on June 13th. 
The card comes from Mr. Harry E. 
Klotzbach of Buffalo and very ap- 
propriately is mailed with a 2c Edi- 
son Stamp which is also issued in 
celebration of “lights” 50th Jubi- 
lee. 
Chicago-Minneapolis 


On the route from Chicago to 
Minneapolis there will be three 
flights each way, each day, begin- 
ning July 15th. This will be the 
first route in the country to have 
three round trip flights every 24 
hours. Covers over this new flight 
should be desirable. 


Cleveland Air Mail Society 


Clippings from Miss Anna M. 
Schaefer and from W. D. Preston 
of Cleveland tell about the new Air 
Society in Cleveland. Mr. H. H. 
Griffin is pictured with his album 
of air mail covers and a good story 
is printed. Publicity such as this 
will do much good for stamp col- 
lecting and more of it could be had 
if collectors would urge it on the 
newspapers.

Conference

THE STAMPING GROUND 

I had, believe it or not, an inter- 
view with Christopher Columbus 
the other day. I approached him 
somewhat hesitatingly, but with all 
the determination of a true report- 
er. Page Sir Oliver Lodge! ... 

Well, anyway, let me put down 
our conversation. “I have a kick 
to register with you,” were the 
first words Chris greeted me with 
when the introductions were over. 

In soto voce, I replied: “I will 
convey to the American people 
anything you wish me to say.” 

“You recall that in January of 
1893, your country issued a series 
of commemorative stamps of my 
struggles and voyage to America. 
It tied up with the Columbian Ex- 
position at Chicago. Without boast- 
ing to you, Mr. err—Reporter, I 
think I deserved that honor. But 
when I consider what you did with 
that series, I shudder.” 

“Why, Mr. Columbus, 
you mean?” 

“Your presented me as a miracle 
worker, when I never in all my 
earthly life did anything miracu- 
lous! People thought I had at the 
time; but you know it isn’t so, now. 
But here, I wander. The miracle I 
speak of is my kick; it appears with 
the one and the two cent values 
of those 1898 postage stamps.” 

“The one-center shows you in 
sight of land, does it not?” I put 
in knowingly, “while the two-center 
shows you landing. But—” 


what do 


“Now wait a moment!” Chris 
warmed up to his subject. The 


story is all very well, and nicely 
told, I assure you. But it is what 
you did with my personal appear- 
ance that rather irks me.” 

I had my pencil and notebook 
out, rapidly transcribing what the 
great man was saying. I waited 
eagerly for his explanation, and 
presently it came. 


“My features, sir—have you 
studied them! On the stamps, I 
mean.” My puzzled look caused 


him to proceed without pausing. 
Columbus was not a little angry: 
“On the first stamp you mention, 
I am clean-shaven. But mind you, 
sir; on the second stamp—the 
scene occurring within the space 
of a day!—I am presented with a 
full-grown beard! Can you imagine 
that? Someone was ignorant. Had 
the thing been reversed it might 
have been. all right; a full-beard 


on the journey over, for I may 
have shaved it off before landing. 
I am a little hazy on that you 
know; it was so long ago. But I 
believe that my hands were so full 
I had no time to shave. I was 
busy. But can you imagine any 
human—and I was a human— 
growing a beard within twenty- 
four hours; and full-grown at that? 
That’s my message, Mr. er re- 
porter. Take it to America and 
tell them.” 
And so I am. 





SHIP TO SHORE AIR MAIL 


A land plane piloted by George 
P. Pond overtook the steamship 
Leviathan, 75 miles east of the Am- 
brose Lightship, three hours after 
it had left New York, and success- 
fully demonstrated the practical 
features of both picking up and de- 
livering mail and express matter 
at sea. 

Pond, flying a Fairchild mono- 
plane and accompanied by George 
Cobb in a Loening amphibian, took 
off from Keyport, N. J., at 5:58 
P. M. They reached the liner at 
6:50 P. M., dropped the mail load 
on the stern of the ship and after 
some difficulty succeeded in picking 
up another mail bag. He landed 
at the Newark airport an hour 
later and 15 minutes later this test 
shipment was in the Newark Post- 
office. 

Two previous attempts failed on 
the last westward voyage of the 
Leviathan. Yesterday’s trip was 
successful in all features accord- 
ing to the official of the United 
States Lines. 

Pond experienced some difficulty 
in making contact with the ship 
and it was finally necessary to ma- 
neuver the Leviathan into the 
wind, this placed the smoke from 
the funnels of the ship across his 
range of vision. It was necessary 
to fly back and forth across the 
stern of the ship 13 times before 
the drag line from the plane caught 
in the special trap on the ship. As 
soon as the drag caught Lloyd 
Rawlings, operating the Adams 
pick-up machine had no difficulty 
in reeling in the mail bag, which 
contained 4,000 letters. Pond was 
very enthusiastic after the trip and 
said that he would meet the Levia- 
than 350 miles out on the next 
westward trip.

FIFTEEN FIRST DAY TOWNs

Seneca Falls, Waterloo, Watkins 
Glenn, and Waverly, all of New 
York State. 

This information came so late 
that it will not reach collectors 
through any stamp publication ip 
time for action. We regret that 
the postoffice department does not 
see fit to give out this information 
in time for collectors to get coy- 
ers in for the event. The dealers 
who follow these matters usually 
have sources of information which 
comes to them daily, but collec- 
tors do not subscribe to these 
sources of information.
